NO OPEN WAR IS NOW EXPECTED, 


A Belief That the Troubles in North Da- 
kota Will Be Amicably Settled. 

The threatened open war between the ele- 
vator companies and the North Dakota Rail- 
way Commission will probably be amicably 
arranged without legal interference. Such is 
the opinion of wheat men around the Board of 
| Trade. The wonderful yield of wheat in the 

Northwest. has aroused the elevator mén to 
the conclusion to operate as private com- 
panies, while the Railroad Commissioners say 
they must operate under the Public Ware- 
house law, and that the first elevator that vio- 
lates its provisions by buying, storing, or 
shippmg wheat as a private concern will be 
closed by injunction. i 

P. B. Weare, a large commission merchant, 
does not expect any open rupture, and conse- 
quently, he says, the effect of the dispute will 
not be felt here. Of course, should all or 
even many of the warehouses be closed be- 
cause of the persistence of the elevator men 
to operate them for private purposes, the 
grain would have to be moved forward short- 
ly after being harvested, as the farmers have 
no means of storing it. In this event the mar- 
ket here would doubtless be affected. 

The yield this year in the two Dakotas and 
Minnesota is estimated at 150,000,000 bushels, 
and nearly all of that entire territory is tribu- 
tary to Minneapolis. Now that city has a 
capacity for the storage of only 18,000,000 
busheis, and the great overflow would natural- 
ly tead to Chicago.

York Produce Exchange. 
New Lon, Aug. 14.—The trading today in 
all the small grains at the Produce Exchange 
was attended by great excitement. The

of 8% cents was made, the advance being 
based on reports from Germany that the price 
of rye had risen above the price of wheat. 
The bears on wheat showed gréat anxiety and 
it was on frantic efforts to eover shorts that i 
most of the advance occurred. There was a 
sharp advance in rye on the reports from 
Germany of meetings of the loca! 
boards to discuss the ukase recently 
issued by the Russian Government prohibiting 
exports of rye from Russia, and 136,000 bushels 
were sold at $1.04 and $1.05 per bushel. The im- 
ports of Russian rye by Germany: amount to 
about 1,500,000 quarters; the exports of rye 
from Kussia last year amounted to 40,000,000 
bushels, and it is believed that heavy ship- 
mente of wheat will be necessary to fill the 
demand caused by the withdrawal of this 
supply. : | 

The sales of wheat in this market today 
amounted to over 6,000,000 bushels, and of 
this over 700,000 bushels were taken for ex- 
port. 

While wheat and rye were advancing there 
was a sharp break in the price of cash oats, 
which declined 5 to G:cents per bushel during 
the day. 


EXPERT TESTIMONY IN THE DAVIS CASE. 


Evidence as to the Ink Used in Writing 
, the Will. 

Burr. Mont., Aug. 14.—[Special.]—The 
most important witness introduced in the 
Davis case today was W. B. Hagan of Troy, 
N. ., an expert on writing. He gave a his- 
tory of thé dates of various inks in use in this 
country. The sum of his testimony was that 
if the will of 1866 had been written m the nut- 
gall or logwood ink, then generally in use, it 
would be of an entirely different color now 
from that it has, or would be almost illegible. 
The ink in which the will is written could not 
have been written with them, as it is quite 
legible, The expert’s testimony was exact 
and full of technical expressions. Counsel for 
purponents took under consideration a propo- 
sition from the contestants to have Dr. Hagan 
make a miéroscopic examination of the ink of

It appears also that the company has not in- 
formed the Commissioner yet where its plant 
will be. For some reason that promised in- 
formation has not been forthcommg. This 
singular secrecy makes the Commissioner ail 
the more doubtful of the intentions of the 
Economic and less willing to accommodate 
it with permits, especially for a batch of paral- 
lel streets. The company got its fuel gas ordi- 
nance through nine months ago, and it knew 
two months ago that its illuminating gas ordi-

HOW THE ENGLISH DO JUSTICE IN INDIA 

Those political executions at Simlain Brit, 
ish India Tuesday will add little to the glory 
or the credit of the British name. The crimes 
for which the Senaputty of Manipur and his 
lieutenants were hanged were provoked by the 
British. It is true, of course, that the Mani 
pur chief acted treacherqusly, but he was 
merely anticipating the treacherous conduct 
of the British officials who invaded his country. 
The story of the proceeding which led to the 
massacre is briefly told. The Senaputty, who 
was described by Sir John Gorst last June as 
“ aman of great ability and force of charac- 
ter, and popular among the people for his gen- 
erosity,’’ drove a weak brother, the Rajah of 
Manipur, into exile, and declared a younger 
brother the Jubraj or Regent. The exileil 
Rajah appealed to the British, and Mr. Quinton 
with a force of men was sent from Simla 
to arrest the Senaputty. Quinton concealed 
his purpose. His plan was to call a durbar or 
council of the prircipal public men of the 
place and to arrest the Senapitty. ‘“ At the

WILL NOT USE ITS GUNS ON SALVAD OR 


A United States War Vessel Not Required 
to Settle the Oity of Panama Affair. 
Wasmincron, D. C., Aug. 14.—[Special.]— 
The United States will have no occasion todraw 
its guns upon San Salvador to compel the de- 
liverance of the Pacific mail steamer City of 
Panama. The seiure and confiscation, the 
State Department has just learned through 
Minister Pacheco, were in theory only. Capt. 
White, ita commanding officer, ignored the 
notice of confiscation served by the Sal- 
vadorian authorities at La Libertad, weighed 
anchor, and 1 now at San José, where all of 
its passengers have been landed, and its cargo 
is being discha just as if nothing 
had happened.

TRIED TO BULL THE MARE ET, 


The Treasury Department Disclaims a Dis- 
patch Sent Out by a News Association. 
Wasuineron, D. C., Aug. 14:—[Special. ]— 

A brief statement given out at the Treasury 

Department this afternoon means more than 

appears on the surface. The statement is as 


follows: 

Ac Secretary Nettle on having his atten- 
tion called to the ¢ 9 out last night re- 
lating to the 4% per cent loan, said the dispatch 
was pot authorized by the department or by any 
official or person having authority to speak for 
the department, and its conclusions and implica- 
tions do not ey any official opinion affect- 
ing the status of the 4% per cent 

The dispatch referred to was sent out by the 
Associated Press. It said in substance that 
the refunding of the 4½s was a failure, and 
intimated that the Secretary of the Treasury 
might be compelled to make terms with the 
holders outside the national banks at the pres- 
ent rate of interest. There was no particular 
objection at the T D to the 
Associated Press going in to bull bond 
market if it did so on its own responsibility, 
but there was a decided objection to giving the 
impression that the ee ag Department au- 
thorized such statements. o give a further 
official character to the Associated Press dis- 
patch a a prominent Treasury official ” was 
quoted. As no name was given this might 
mean any one from Acting Secretary Nettle- 
ton down to the elevator boy. Actually, the 
official is understood to be an assistant bureau 
chief, who has as much to do with the poli 
of the Treasury Department as he has wit 
the affairs of the Chinese Empire. But as 
some people might have been deceived, Act- 
ing Secretary Nettleton thought it proper to 
make an official declaimer. 

As to the real situation, it may be said that 
there is not one chance in a thousand that any 
holder of 44s will get his holdi extended 
at that rate. If not extended by Sept. 2 they 
will be redeemed and canceled. But as they 
command a premium in the New York bond 
market of three-fourths of a cent there is lit- 
tle probability that any holder will ask to 
have them canceled at Shortly after the 
refunding rate was fixed at 2 per cent a trans- 
action in New York in which a premium of 1 
per cent was given fora $150 lot of 444s was 
reported to the ry Department. The 
opinion was then expressed that when the na- 
tional benk holdings were being refunded for 
purposes of circulation this premium might 
obtain. Apparently the owners of the bonds 
have the same opinion, for they have shown 
little disposition to sell at three-fourths of a 
cent. ith the certainty that the bonds will 
be redeemed at maturity if not extended, in- 
dividual owners may conclude to take what 
they can get and have their bonds made the 
basis for increased circulation. 


ROUTE OF THE HENNEPIN CANAL. 


No Change to Be Made by Officials of the 
War Department. , 
Wasuinetror, D. C., Aug. 14.—[Special]— 
The location of the west end of the Illinois 
and Mississippi Canal is still being agitated by 
persons who favor the northern instead of the 
southern route, the latter having been ap- 
proved by the War Department last March. 
Gen. Grant last night received the communi- 
cation from ex-Congressman Gest which the 
latter had published before sending to the de- 
partment. He claims that the canal was per- 
manently located on the north side of Rock 
River before the appropriation of 1890, and 
that the location on the south side is an un- 
reasonable and unauthorized change. He 
also claims that the south side location will 
bring the Western terminus of the caual on 
low ground subject to overflows and ice 
gorges, difficult and expensive of access by 
railroads or teams, and that it is doubtful 
whether it is accessible by boats on the Missis- 
sippi River. For the North Side it is stated 
that the termination will be a natural harbor 
nearer the cities of Rock Island, Davenport, 
and Moline, and accessible by land and by the 
Mississippi River. Inquiry at the War De- 
ment on this subject shows that there will 
no further obstacle put in the way of Capt. 
Marshall in prosecuting the purchase of 
rights of way ens the southern route in ac- 
cordance with recommendations. It is 
stated in support of this proposition that Capt: 
Marshall has given careful study to this route 
and is convinced that it is best for the publi 
while a corporation wanting to avail itself o 
an opportunity to secure a good water-power 
evinces a desire to impede the engineer’s of- 
fice. So far as the War Department is con- 
cerned the matter was settled last March and 
the case will not be reopened. |

are based upon manuscripts that are not only 


W but, in nearly every case, 
edieval, the importance of a discovery 
which takes us at one bound — across many 
centuries can hardly be exag 

While ut is clearly impossible 2 give here 
any exhaustive account of the details of the 
new discovery, we may rapidly indicate its 
extent. It includes, in the first place, three 
pages of a play of Euripides, which, when 
once read, it was easy to identify with the 
lost ** Antiope,”’ ,which is quoted by Plato in 
the “Gorgias,” by Longinus, and by 
many other ancient writers in sufficient 
detail to make the plot of the lost 
play fairly certain. It is enough here 
to say that the drama deals with the suf- 
ferings and the reinstatement of Antiope, the 
mother of Amphion, the founder of ‘Thebes, 
and that the fragments now recovered are 
from the last act, deciding the capture of 
King L the persecutor of Antiope, by her 
sons. any of the lines are extremely frag- 
mentary, but enough material remains to 
have enabled Dr. Mahaffy and his colleagues 
and critics to present an intelligible text, ex- 
tending over more than a hundred lines. 

Next in importance are the fr ents which 
Mr. Sayce was the first to identify as portions 
of the Phado”’ of Plato, very —— — and 
beautifully written, and covering four or flve 
pages of an ordinary modern text. As, for rea- 
sons which will * amps: be given, this man- 
uscript is certainly far earlier than ‘the Alex- 
andrian rescension on which all our modern 
texts are. ifferences between it and 


them cannot fail to throw a most important 


and somewhat painful light upon the way in 
which that rescension of the classical Greek 
writers was habitually made. They confirm 
the suspicion which many modern scholars 
have entertained, and upon which Mr. Ruther- 
ford has acted in his ingenious edition of the 
Fourth Book of Thucydides, that the original 
texts were regularly “improved” and touched 
up by rhetorical editors in Alexandria in ac- 
cordance with their own theories of style. 
Then follow certain very scanty but most 
important fragments from poets anc other 
writers, among which the most curious is a 
passage, consisting entirély of the beginnings 
and ends of hexameter lines, which have been 
conclusively identified 1 7 r. Bury of Dub- 
lin as a portion of the Eleventh Book of the 
Iliad. importance of this passage lies 
in the fact that out of the thirty-five lines 
there are five that do not exist in our re- 
ceived text; that is to say, five that were 
rejected by Aristarchus and the other 
grammarians. Are we, then, to assume that 
of the Iliad as it existed in the year 
300 B. C. no less than one-seventh was rejected 
by the Alexandrian editors? Future discover- 
ies such as are brought within the bounds of 
probability by such an experience as Mr. Pe- 
trie’s may elucidate this point with others of 
equal interest. As to the remaining fragments, 
their historical importance is scarcely 
than the literary importance of those that we 
have been describing, for they contain a 
whole series of wills, drawn up in official form 
and duly attested, dealing with the property 
of the Greek soldiets settled in this district 
under the earliest Ptolemies. 
Oe is they, with their precise reference to the 
and Queens, the priests and priestesses, 
a whose time they were drawn up, that en- 
able us to speak with certainty as to the 
date of the literary fragments. Moreover, 
they throw a vivid light upon the social sys- 
tem of the time, and of themselves almost en- 
able us to construct for ourselves the little 
world of Northern Egypt under this Macedon- 
ian dynasty. They Introduce us to the veter- 
ans who fought under Ptolemy Philadelpnus 
(260 B. C.), and Ptolemy Euergetes (fifteen 
38 later), settled upon rich farms in what 
ed the Arsinoitic ome, in obedience to 
the policy of those Kings which was at once 
to reward their soldiers and to Hellenize 
Egypt. Their names, their regiment, their 
personal descriptions are all given—the last 
with such accuracy that we can almost see the
